The first president of Venezuela, 


Columbia, Boliiia and Feme was Gen- 
Simon Bolivar, '"the Liberator of 
South America," who died eighty-two 
years ago today, after having driven 
the Spaniards out of a targe part of 
the continent- Gen. B'oHrar is often 
referred to by North Americans as 
"the George Washington of

America," while to the Latin-Ameri- 
jcans the great hero of tbe United 
States is the "Bolivar of Nord Amer- 
ique." Gen. Bolivar's first victories 
were in Venezuela and New Granada, 
which united to form the republic of 
Colombia, of which he was chosen the

president, in 1S19.
